GERMANY. 

Berlin, Jan. ll.--Tho emporor has 
signed the apirita' bill which hits been 
submittod to the bundsrath. The bill 
proposes to componsute those deprived of 
a livelihood through its operation on the 
bisis of two years' income to each person 
that has been ten years in the trade. 
Traffic to be controlled by monopoly 
miniatry, which will appoint agents to a 
wholesale Btanding of retailing refined 
spirits. Federal status appoints retailers 
and restaurants, by special favor to bo al- 
lowed to sell spirits obtained from the 
monopoly without regard to any process 
acted upon by the state retailers. The 
prosecution of the Brauntwien by private 
persons for violation of tho above, is 
specified. The minimum will be a penal 
otfenco; also in tho importation of refined 
spirits, tho commissioner to he empower- 
ed to add 50 per cent to monopoly Helling 
price. The bill, if passed, will go into 
oper tinn in August next. 

Berlin, 'Jan. 10. — Alarming rc-portw were 
current yesterday concerning the condition 
of the Emperor William, who was said to 
be seriously ill. Tho rumors probably hud 
thoir origin from che fact that tho emperor 
waB suffering from an unusually severe 
attack of rheumatism, and also from cold. 
His majesty, however, in spite of his indis- 
position, gave audience yesterday to several 
ministers. 

ENGLAND. 
London, ' Jan. 11 — Iotelligen.co lias 
boon received hero that Germany baa 
Beizod tho island of Samoa in the Pacific 
ocean. The king and his chiefs wore in- 
sulted t'.nd finally fled. A force of mar- 
ines were landed from tho German war 
ship Albatross. The German consul then 
hauled down the Sam on u flag and run up 
the. German colors in its stead. ") he 
Samoaus threaten to make war oo the 
Germans. The American and British 
consuls were protected against the insult 
ing actions of the Germans. 

The Daily Telegraph Bays the powers 
have demanded that Greece, Servia mid 
Bulgaria demobilize their armigj. The 
Times; says England also proposes that 
Turkey shall also demobilize her army.

New Orleans, Jan. 9 — At Johnson- 
yille, Miss., on January 7th, the bodies 
of two negroes, Emmet Keyos and Nat 
Forbes were found hanging from tho 
bridge over Mound Bayou. They were 
two of l ho four negroes who entered tho 
store of E. T. Carroll at Johnsonville on, 
December 27th and drovo a hatchet into 
the back of Carroll's head. Tho murder- 
ers recured §300 and a watch and started 
for Arkansas, but these two returned and 
were captured. Both whites and blacks 
were engaged in tho lynching.

A Dimerous <S»Bit; Operating- 
in Canada. 

Chief Sherwood, of the Dominion police 
at Ottawa, ia looking after counterfeiters, 
who have been operating successfully in 
Canada during tho past fuw months. A 
large number of Dominion and Bank of 
British North America notes havo been 
put in circulation, the last named bank 
being obliged to withdraw two issues of 
fives from circulation in consequence of 
the imitation. These counterfeits are 
manufactured in tho United States and 
put in circulation in Canada through 
agents. Some letterB from New York 
"operators," offering to supply bogus 
Dominion notes have been handed to 
Chief Sherwood. There are said to bo at 
present in circulation some five dollar 
bills of the Bank of British North Ameri- 
ca, which are clever imitations. While 
bearing every resemblance to the genuine, 
they can be detected by the omission of 
the date of tho month of iaaue, and also 
by the omission of the flourish lines under 
the words "incorporated." The two- 
dollar Dominion counterfeit ia larger in 
circulation than any other note. There 
are two different copies of these notes, 
which are exclusively manufactured in 
New York, Chicago and St. Louis — 
"t:hovers" never indulging in their maim 
facttira. One issue is photographed and 
the other lithographed. The photogra- 
phed bills are very easily detected from 
their indistinct smoky appearance. The 
lithographed specimens aro detected by 
the figures not being perfectly blown in. 
Counterfeit silver half dollars are 
ulso said to be largely in circulation in 
Ontario.

YESTERDA Y'S NOMINATIONS. 

Though there waa little excitement 
there was every mauifustatioii of interest 
upon the part of the public at yestarday's 
nominations for mayor and councillors at 
the oity hall. Twenty citizens aro before 
the ratepayers as aspirants for a share in 
municipal government. Every candidate 
received yesterday a patient hearing from 
the largo number of persona present and 
was thereby enabled to espre&s his views 
upon the many important questions which 
will come up for consideration during the 
the ensuing term. Our report of the 
speeches, appearing in another column, 
gives the opinions in detail of the various 
candidates for election; but it may be hero 
remarked that though many differed up- 
on minor points all were unanimous upon 
the necessity for a thorough and efficient 
system of drainage, though upon the ques- 
tion of expenditures in that connection 
there was a difference of views 
which would have — like all dissimilarity 
of ideas — a tendency to net as a healthful 
corrective. Voters should bear in mind 
that tho result of the coining municipal 
election will be greater than those of pre- 
vious ones, in that for each ward an alder- 
man — whose term of office will last two 
years — will be created; that as year by 
yoar goes on tho interests of tho city are 
increasing in importance, and the revenue 
to be manipulated is grjater; and it be- 
comes, therefore, a matter of nioro mo- 
ment as to whom the ratepayers shall en- 
trust tho care of our city. If candidates 
havo occupied any public olhce, their 
record in regard thereto should bo taken 
into account, while tho private lives of all 
and the location and degree of 
thoir personal interests will servo as 
substantial indications or' fitness 
for the positions Bought. Several ques- 
tions that will greatly benefit or harm the 
city, according to the manner in which 
they are dealt with, will havo to be placed 
in the hands of our future mayor and 
councillors. The secreoy of tho ballot is 
in force, and those who vote can do so 
unreaervedly and without being found 
by any consideration other than the pro- 
per one — tho stead}' advancement of the 
city's wolfaro on a substantial basis. 
There is a polioy in municipal as in other 
matters, and no sounder policy could bo 
appliod to the present-state of our civio 
affairs .than that which while observing 
the general principle of economy should 
"not allow (co use the- words of the pre- 
sent mayor) the welfare of the city to 
Huffer rather than inour a reasonable debt 
upon its credit-when wanted for requisite 
public improvements," The candidates 
are now all before the public for selec- 
tion, No vote need be embarrassed, no 
judgment need be biased; and if all who 
are entitled to exercise the privilege of 
voting will sink private likes and dislikes 
in the good of tho general interest and 
bo record that decision at the ballot 
boxes next Thursday, few will have cause 
to regret tho election of those who will bo 
chosen to represent them.

Giving a combined tory, independent and 
Parnollite majority of four. Tho London 
Times' classification differs from the News 
b}' giving 331 as the number of the liberals 
and giving four as 'independents. Accord- 
ing to the Times' count the liberals are in a 
minority of eight against nil other parties 
combined. 



'Jlie Opium Traffic. 

Victoria, Jan. 11, 1886. 
To the Editor: — The card in your is- 
sue of this morning speaking of the illicit 
traffic in opium by white agents at San 
Francisco, recalls so many dangers and 
unpleasant recollections that I feel it 
would be almost criminal were I to hesi- 
tate in writing a few words on tho sub- 
ject. When 1 first reached Ohma the 
government were contending against 
throo adversaries: Gordon had planted 
his guns against tho towers of her capi- 
tal; the Tai Bing rebellion was on the eve 
of devastating the country; and opium 
waB making silent headway. Tho two 
first are now no more; they did their 
work iira deadly way; the rebellion alone 
destroyed its millions of people, mak- 
ing the cities and provinces deserted 
places. Opium, however, still continues 
its fearful work of silent deadly destruc- 
tion, slaughtering its millions, High 
and low, in tho palace and in the hovel, 
men and maidens, young and old, ener- 
vating, embarrassing and destroying this 
grand old nation. DecreeB from the 
throne, threatening death or imprison- 
ment, aro unnoticed, — so much waste 
paper, The evil haB gained too firm a 
hold on a people who now begin to culti- 
vate the poprjy which is auch a scourge to 
their country. If out-government would 
take heed in time, it would bo in the 
strict prohibition of an ounce of the drug 
finding a place in the country. Let her 
not legislate in the way of destroying one 
of her sacred gifts, the right of freedom 
under her flag, and from entry into her 
country and dominions; and let her keep 
away the scourge of opium, and in effect- 
ing this, thirdly, that she keeps awaj' 
those who cannot do without its use — 
men debased and more than vicious — 
Chinoae or white people who will not care 
to live or settle in a place where they can- 
not find the moans of ministering to thoir 
debased tasto for this poisonous drug.

WASHINGTON. 
Washington, Jan. 11. — Tho signal corps 
station at Port Macon, N. C, reports the 
schooner Liconia Thomas ashore on a rough 
point near Cape Lookout. Boats havo 
gone to gain particulars. It is reported 
sonis lives are lost. 



EASTERN STATES. 
Srcuousu, N. Y., Jan. 11. — The ice gorge 
in the Oswego river becomes firmer and 
larger every hour, asimmonsB quantities of 
ice nre constantly coming down tho river. 
The water has risen more than two feet 
since Inst night, and is rising several inches 
an hour. Tho damage already done cannot 
bo epthnatod. Fully 70 families have been 
driven from thoir homes, aud others aro 
constantly moving out. The families aro 
poor, and as fast as they aro rescued are 
turned over to tho poor authorities. All 
teams available are being used to remove 
flour aud other goods from the mills and 
manufactories. Tho grain in the mills is 
wet. Should tho water recede tho mills ami 
factories will be filled with ico, and as many 
ot them had largo contracts on hand thw 
damage will be very great. Hundreds of 
people are thrown out of ■ employment. 
Professor Boynton of this city was tele- 
graphed for this morning to consult with 
tho authorities about removing tho gorge. 
Ifo visited the plaoe and says it cannot bs 
done, and fears that tho worst is to come'. 
Tho gorge is now two milos long aud in- 
creasing. 

Kansas City, Jan. 11. — The condition of 
tho western railroads is little better than for 
Bevoral days past. Another snow-storm' 
was reported to-day from western Kansas, 
impeding the work of clearing tho tracks. 
There aro iio through trains on the line west 
from hero iu or out to-night. 

Baltimore, Jan. 11. — Tho Bchonner 
Orissie Wright, Capt. Clark, which Bailed 
from Baltimore for Savannah on Dec. 30 
last, wns lost at sea off Beaufort, N.C., on 
Sunday. Only one man of her orew of 
eight was saved. Tho captain's body was 
recovered. 

New York, Jan. 11.— The steamer 
State of Nevada from Glasgow, which ar- 
rived here yesterday reports having been 
within 100 miles of thia port for the last 
three days with a terrific hurricane from 
E. S. E. then going all round the com- 
pass, during which the vessel was badly 
iced up. 

Fire Island, Jan 11.— Tho British 
steamer Hylton Castle, Capt. 0olvin,from 
New York, Jan. 9th, for Rouen, France, 
foundered twelve miles south of Fire 
Island light at 10 o'clock this morning. 
One boat, in charge of the first mate with 
crew, effected a*landing five miles east of 
here, and the second boat with a crew of 
ton men under command of the captain, 
left the steamer at the same time. When 
the boat waB last seen all but three oars 
had been broken. 

New Haven, (Con.,) Jan. 11.— The 
schooner Dorotta Kahn, of Groenport, is 
missing, and it is supposed this is the 
vessel that wont down west of Charles 
Island during the storm of Friday 
night. Nothing definite has, as yet, 
been learned aa to the fate of the crew. 

Boston, Jan. 11. — It is announced that 
the firm of A. M. Bigelow & Co., whole- 
sale leather dealers, has failed for nearly 
8200,000, dragging with it the firm of J. 
II . & G. F. Roberts. The latter's lia- 
bilities are unknown, but it is believed 
they will not be heavy. 

CALIFORNIA. 
Sacramento, Jan. 11.— An ordinance 
was submitted to the city trustees to-day 
by the anti-Chinese association which, if 
passed, will make it an offense for any 
Chinamen to reside in Sacramento. It 
waa laid over for one week. 

SOUTHERN STATES. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., Jan, 11. — The 
minimum temperature at signal office this 
morning was 7 below zero. Dispatohes 
from towns throughout Tennessee, North 
Georgia and North A labama, say last night 
was the coldest ever known. Stock is suf- 
fering greatly. 

Mobile, Ala., Jan. 11.— Tho coldost 
weather ever known in tho south has pre- 
vailed since last Friday night. This morn- 
ing the mercury registered 12 degrees 
uboze zero. 

Jacksonville, 71a., Jan., 11.— This is 
the third day of the cold wave, tho effects of 
which have been felt throughout Florida, 
so far as heard from. Tho temperature be- 
gan falling on Fridoy night, and on Satur- 
day night the thermometer recorded 21 deg. 
at tho signal office, and 15 dog. in exposed 
places. This morning it wns '22 deg. at the 
signal office and ±8 where exposed. 

Toronto's Mayor. 

After a most exciting contest, in 
which personalities were freely indulg- 
ed in on both sides, Mr. W. H. Howland 
was elected mayor over the present in- 
cumbent by 1,700 majority. The contest 
was to decide whether the Scott Act 
should be submitted in the Quoon City or 
not. Mr. Howland had on his sido such 
men as Mr. Ed. Gurney, who it is report- 
ed expended in the contest the sum of 
825,000. The women of Toronto, for the 
fiast time iu its history, voted, and elected 
Mr. Howland by a majority of over 1700, 
a result which was received with surprise 
in many quartors, for it clearly indicates 
that Blue Ribbonism holds away iu that 
city, and tho submission of the Saott Act 
is only a question of time. 

"The Colleen Bawii." 

Tho first of two performances of the 
oowerful Irish drama, "Tho Colleen 
Bawn," wns given last night at tho Esqui- 
malt dockyard, by the dramatio aociety of 
H. M. S. Triumph, the proceeds 
to bo devoted to a fund to 
establish a sailors' temperance 'hall 
in that town. The entertainment was 
largely attended, numbers of people 
from Victoria being among the audionce. 
Tho piece as acted was a ringing success 
from a histrionic as well as from a finan- 
cial point of view. The play will be re- 
peated this evening, when all who can do 
so should attend.

At two o'clock the nominations were de- 
clared closed, and the candidates and pub- 
lic adjourned to the council chamber. 
Mr. N. Shakespeare, M, P., waa unani- 
mously elected to the chair, who- opened tho 
meeting with a few well chosen remarks, 
and referred to the fact that the franchise 
had been taken from a large number of 
voters. Ho believed that everyone who paid 
taxes should vote. As it wos, about 400 
men had boon deprived of the power to vote. 
He could not see wh}' a householder paying 
$>G0 annual rental should vote, and a 
man who paid the $2 road tax should not 
vote. 

Mr. Thomas Earle objected ut this point 
to Mr. Shakespeare's extended remarks, us 
tho matter was one that would bo discussed 
by thb twenty candidates who would speak 
to-day, aud as one of tho meeting ho would 
ask him to cut his remarks short. 

Mr. Shukospeuro said that he would bo 
brief, and concluded by saying that ho 
thought everyone who paid taxes should be 
entitled to vote at municipal elections, that 
their vote would be cast in as fair a manner 
as those who held small rentals or were 



merchants.

Mr. Fell Grst addressed the meeting 
and aaid ho did not wish to speak length- 
ily. He was a pioneer among 
them and well-known to all, and he would 
leave his past careor ss his best appeal to 
their support. The chairman had referred 
to this aa an important year, but he did 
not see where the large amounts of money 
were to come from. He would, if elocted, 
merely advise and guide the deliberations 
of the council, and it would be their pro- 
vince to squauder or economize. He was 
not a monopolist and never would be. He 
would drain their city for them, and 
thought he could do it at no expense to 
the ratepayers, but he did not believe in 
borrowing money in England at high 
rates of interest and giving tho credit of 
the city for its payment. If there were 
any questions to be asked he would be 
glad to answer them. 

Ex-coun. Ward said Mr. Fell had 
stated that if he could ho would drain the 
city without expending a dollar. He 
would oak him how ho would do it J 

Mr. Fell said if his friend Mr. Ward 
Bold him a bill of goods he would look to 
his credit, and if that was good, he would 
sell him the goods, if not he wouldn't. If 
the London- capitalists found that they 
were a prosperous city .they would lend 
money at a low rate of interest. If they 
found they had a tumble-down city they 
would give 75 cents on the dollar and ask 
10 per cent. 

Mr. A. McLean said he had asked thorn 
for their support in the coming contest 
for the mayoralty and would discharge the 
duty if entrusted to him to the beat of his 
ability. They wore growing in wealth and 
prosperity and it needed men whom they 
could trust to guide the affairs of the city. 
His reputation was known to be that of a 
worker, and that ho had discharged his 
duty in every position ho had boon plac- 
ed. Tho retiring council had discharged 
their duty faithfully, and the coming one 
would hnvo even greater questions to 
grapple with, the most importunt one of 
which was the drainage. Ho would not 
go in and support any scheme, but would 
bo guided by his own common sense in all 
matters. He believed that not any one 
scheme but several should be submitted to 
^the ratepayers and if they decided against 
any particular drainage system, then it 
would be the duty of tho council to carry 
out their wishes. The streets were in bad 
condition and should be paid special at- 
tention, and if he was elected he would 
support tho proper improvement of the 
main thoroughfares — Wharf.Storo, John- 
son, Fort, Douglas and Government. He 
had previously been a member of the street 
committee and he had always advocated 
the improvements that would benefit a 
nurabor and not a solitary individual. 
The next thing was the water. He had 
been three years chairman of the water 
committee and if elected he would 
carry out a scheme to supply everyone 
with a proper quantity. There whb suf- 
ficent water in the lake to supply 100,000 
people and if it was distributed in the city 
by a better means than at present, overy- 
one would have water, instead of us preaont 
complaining about the insufficiency of 
supply. One thing more and ho was 
done — tho police. When he was in the 
council he had moved to make a change 
III the' police force, as he believed it was 
inefficient, and he had been sneered at by 
all papers and many citizens. If again 
electod he would carry out overythiug 
that would conduco to the best interests 
of the city. Ho was told that he would 
bo asked his opinion' on the Sunday law 
by some man and if the man who told 
him ho would ask it was a little of a 
coward he would give it without being re- 
quested. Ho bolieved in the interests of 
the young and the city generally there 
should bo a moderate Sunday by law, and 
he also believed that it should come from 
the provincial government, He wished it 
understood that ho did not assume any 
beliefs that would capture a few votes. 
Ho was neither infidel. nor sceptic and 03me 
before them as a christian man and not 



gain votes.

Mr. Fell — Are you a sceptic? 
Mr. Boyd — I should say not. 
Mr. Boyd said that he had been chair- 
man of the finance committee and he 
knew a few things about it. The financial 
statement submitted by the retiring coun- 
cil showod well on the surface, but if 
looked into it would be seen that it was 
not bb represented. 

A'voice — You don't understand it. 
Another — Of course ho don't. 
Mr. Boyd— Oh, yes, I do. When he 
was in tho council there was but §9000 to 
spend on the Btreets; now thoy had §30,- 
000 for that purpose, and he would go in 
for a better distribution of improvements, 
without favoring special localities, Aa re- 
gards tho borrowing question, ho thought 
they had borrowed enough, aud thoy had 
better leave that out for the present. The 
revision of the assessment roll was a thing 
that he contested, and ho would, if elect- 
ed, go in for another and honest rovision 
(Laughtor) If elected he would forward 
the economical disbursement of the money 
received from revenue. Tho waterworks 
was a good asset, and he would support 
measures to promote a better Bupply. Ho 
also thought 100,000 people could be sup- 
plied with the lake water if additional 
meanB of distribution were secured. With 
regard to drainage, it was a. very impor- 
tant and hard matter to tackle. They 
were a people hard to please, and if drain- 
ago was placed first in the main streets 
outsiders would bo sure to grumble. He 
thought that §10,000 could bo placed 
apart every year for sewerage, and it be 
constructed gradually. With regard to 
sanitary matters, they should be taken into 
the council's hands and carried out by 
them. With regard to Btreets, Ho thought 
stone crossings should be built and less 
mud placed on tho thoroughfares only to 
be scrapod off again. He bolieved overy 
one had r.n axe to grind, and he did not 
think that any mayor or councillor en- 
tered the council without an axe to grind. 
(Laughter) With regard to the police, 
there seemed to be a large number of rob- 
beries by Chinese and whites, who got 
the better of the police. Ho thought 
more members should patrol tho streets. 
He believed that tho government had no 
right to a single dollar collected for pro- 
perty or other tax in the city. 
Mr. Ward — Hear, hear. 
Mr. Boyd — Oh, Bob, you don't moan 
it. (Applause). 

Mr. Boyd thought that the new coun- 
cil should insist on the payment for tho 
lota sold in the city by tho government, 
and if thoy did ao now it would be aecurud 
as tho government were on their last lees. 
(Laughter.) 

A voice — How about the electric light ? 
Mr. Boyd — Oh ! the electric light is a 
humbug. (Laughter.) He thought the 
light should be improved, and it would 
have been a wise thing to have secured 
tho gas works. He would ask them their 
votes at the coming election. 

Mr. Fell — Thore was a statomont mado 
by a previous Bpeakor that he waB an in- 
fidel. Ho was not an infidel, but if he 
had lived in the country Mr. McLean was 
born in twenty years ago he would have 
boon burned for a witch. (Laughter.) 
He would defy all the McLeans in the 
country to prove that he was an infidel. 

Mr. McLean said he never imputed 
anything of tho kind to Mr. Fell, and that 
gontleman was laboring under a miBtako. 

Mr. R. Nuttall said that there was not 
a single measure that was for the good of 
the city but what would bo givon his sup- 
port if elected. The police department 
neodod some reformation and there should 
bo an equalization of tho present assess- 
ment. 

Mr Thos. Styles said if elected for 
Johnson Btreet ward he would look after 
their interests, and if there was work to 
be done he would bo there. All good 
measures ho would support, and his prin- 
cipal aim would bo to keep down taxation. 
If elected ho would be a worker. (Cheers.) 

W. A. Robertson said he bolieved there 
had not been a fair expenditure of tho 
monoy during tho past year. There had 
been a revision of the assessment roll but 
it should have been printed and given the 
ratepayers so that thoy could judge its 
worth. The eleotrio light was assuming 
shape, and theoity would soon bo as well 
lighted as any on tho coast. Sewerage 
w,r an old question and would remain 
before thorn for years. Ho 'could not sf.u 
why foreign engineers should be brought 
hero who had no reputation as sanitary 
engineers, and others known as good wero 
overlooked. However, every ratepuyer 
should know its cost before it was gone 
into. Seworago would be greatly buno- 
ficial. It had been rumored that thu leg- 
islature was to be appealed to to givo 
powor to the oounoil to borrow monoy 
without submitting the question to tho 
ratepayers, but he trusted that tho power 
would remain with thorn as at present. It 
was in the interests of tho city now that 
a firat class Btroot commissioner should bo 
appointed. An itemized list of expendi- 
ture and receipts should be printed each 
year. The government should be asked to 
forego the inoome tax. Tho present police 
barracks should be converted into a city 
market, Tho duties of city officials should 
be thoroughly defined bo that no clashing 
would occur. Sanitary mattors would 
have to be paid special attontion. It had 
been said that he had been absent a long 
torm, but ho would assure thorn that he 
was probably of greater benefit to the 
peoplo of Victoria in his absence than if 
ho had voted always in tho minority. 
(Great laughter.) He would ask their sup- 
port at the coming election. 

Mr. J. Ooughlan said ho was not a 
speaker, but he thought business men 
should be elected to tho council, and if 
all the business was attended to there 
would be littlo timo for speaking. With 
regard to drainage it would have to be 
voted by the people, and if thoy decided 
he would carry out their wishes. Water 
and streotsshould receivo special attention 
and he would do his best to further them. 

Mr. H. F. Hoisterman said ho was new 
in municipal affairs, and could not go to hiB 
rocord. Ho maintainad that the assessment 
roll had been carried out in un equal man- 
ner. He considered no one in the mattor 
when publicly employed. He did think 
that the assessment on buildings was too. 
high. He would advocate an improvement 
of tho water supply. Sewerage was a ques- 
tion that he would aot upon in the intorests 
of the city. He would support the best in- 
terests of Johnson street ward, 

Mr. Humbor Buid ho had come before 
thorn often, but he was an Englishman and 
intended to keop on coming until he got in, 
(Cheers.) If elected he would do tho 
business of the council as ho would his own. 
Sewerage was a schome that meant, a great 
deal of money to be expended. Thoro 
would likely not be much money spent ex- 
copt on plans this year. Ho was in favor 
of more light, placing stono on streets in- 
stead of mud, aud generally improving the 
streets. 

A voice — What about Chinoso? 

Mr. Humbor — He would say now, as ho 
Raid before, that if tho other manufacturers 
would also do so, he would discharge every 



Mr. W. Irvine said he was well knowu to 
them all, and if elected ho would do hiB 
best to forwurd tho interests of Johnson 
street ward and tho city generally. 

Mr. T. Shaw said thin was tho first time 
that ho hud appeared beforo them, and he 
would make no speech. He would do the 
best that ho could for Johnson street ward 
it elected. 

Mr. Sea would go ia for an equalization 
of tho aasessmout, littlo expenditure on 
sewerage, and Iohs borrowing of money, 
The electric light was good what there was 
of it, but there was not . half onough, and 
not fairly distributed. Ho would ask th 
suffrage at tho comiug election. 

Mr. L, Vigelius sold ho was well known 
to them, and wos not a monopolist. His ' 
sole interests were in Victoria, and if they ' 
would elect him this year, as ho had no 
doubt they intended to, his aim would be to 
carry out the best Interests of the city. I 
Sewerage was a heavy question, but it was 
In their own hands; the improvement of the , 
wutar supply he would support. The effici- I 
ency of thu tire department ho would try 
and see kept up to as good a standard as 
tho old. Ho would ask their support at 
the coining election. i 

Mr. Robert Lipsett said he believed in the 
publication of every man's assessment. 
Sewerage they needed budiy, and it would 
merely mean the difference of interest, and 
no increased taxation. The public park j 
needed improvement, and he hoped that it I 
would be attended to. Tho last council was ' 
a good ono, and ho trusted that they would j 
elect as good a one this year

Mr. George Towell said he came beforo 
them as an iudupondent candidate, and 
would always consider the public good. He 
was in favor of sewerage, aud also in keep- 
ing in thorough repair the principal streets 
of the city. A public market should be 
added. He was not surprised at complaint 
about the increased taxation. Ho would 
look after the electric light. The morals 
of the youth of tho city was the duty of 
every councillor. Ho would ask their 
votes at tho coming election, and would do 
his duty if elected 



Mr. D. W. Higginssoid it devolved upon 
Mr. Johu Grant, M. P. P., said that it ! him to cloBO thu debate, and though tho 
was useless to expect a council to please j ,nst speaker to-day he hoped he would not 
everybody, aud tho lata oounoil hud tried to 1)0 Iast candidate at tho polls. Censure had 



curry on tho business in an in- 
telligent manner. Tho rovision of 
tho assessment roll was thoroughly done, 
und he hud no fault to find with it. If it 
was found that property was in places un- 
equally assessed, then ho would say it 
should bo revised. Sanitary improvements 
could bo inaugurated without increased 
taxation, and the interest on the principal 
would he but a alight tax on tho revenue. 
The watur system could be improved so 
as to furnish u better supply. Streets 
should also bo greatly improved and mado 
in a permanent manner, while outside 
streets should be paid somo slight atten- 
tion. The pulico department should be 
remodeled to some oxtoiit. Tho electrio 
light question had been settled by tho 
council of 1885, and preparation hud been 
made to improve tho light. Tho balance 
sheet would show that the last council 
had spent of the city revunuu §1,000 losa 
than the total amount. 

Mr. T. B. Humphreys said that up to 
this time he had taken no active part in 
tho civic elections, but ho had now come 
to the conclusion that it was his duty to 
enter tho field and look after the interests 
in the disbursement of tho revenue de- 
rived from property in which he and others 
were interested. A citizen should not be 
neglectful in civio ati'.iirs, and if they wore 
tho men elocted would not administer 
them in tho general interest. There 
was a great deal to be said for und against 
tho last council. His opinion of a coun- 
cil was this: That no great difference of 
management should be taken by council- 
lors. His opinion of tho last council wag 
that they had not acted well in tho mutter 
of sewerage, though well in other matters. 
They did an unwise act in sending the 
street levels and othor information te all 
parts of tho world and invited proposals, 
of which they received thirty-five and re- 
jected thirty-two. In some of the pro- 
posals it wus shown that these street levels 
wero inaccurate, and that it was impossi- 
ble to make plans from them. Though 
every council mi^ht make such a mistake, 
yot it was to their discredit that they did 
not rectify tho mistake, but accepted ono 
of the three proposals brought beforo 
them. There wus a member of the coun- 
cil who stated that the plans would not 
be submitted to othor than the councillors. 
Mr. Ward — Name, name. 
Mr. Humphreys— Who are you 1 Sit 
down and mind your own business and 
don't interrupt mo. (Loud laughter and 
cheers .) 

[Thore was here a general hubub, Mr. 
Ward trying to apeak and the audience 
creating an uproar and requesting him to 
sit down. Mr. Fishor, of Esquimalt, also 
essayed to speak, at which there was in- 
creased uproar, but both gentlemen wore 
at last quieted and Mr, Humphreys pro- 
ceeded ] 

He said the Boworago matter was the 
fault he found with tho lust council — 
wh«n they found inaccuracies in the 
lovelR that they did not call in a profts- 
sipnal man and rectify it. He would ask 
them if this was not so 1 Tho city was in 
need of sewerage, and it had boon ex- 
pressed as to cost between §500,000 and 
§1,000,000. But it would require to be 
well watched. If he went into tho coun- 
cil he would not tuko and curry out every 
project proposed by tho previous council 
unlesss it was found that they were wise. 
If elected he would do the best in his 
powor for the interest of the ward and the 
city generally. 

Mr. Ward — Are you interested in the 
proposal of Mr. Wassell ? 

Mr. Humphreys— The proposal of Mr. 
Wussoll I never saw — that is tho one sub- 
mitted to the council. Ho had met Mr. 
Wassell, and hud conversation with him, 
and he submitted that Mr. Wassoll and 
Mr. anybody elso should have boon called 
in and his professional services asked 
when it wus found that tho street levels 
of the city were incorrect. But if he was 
elected he would see that neither Mr. 
Wassell or anybody olse got tho inside 
track on a seworaize By stem in Victoria to 
their advuntage and the disadvantage of 
tho city. Ho would alao encourage the use 
of home labor and products. Ho thanked 
them for a patient hearing and solicited 
thoir votes at the coming election. 

Mr. A, J. Smith aaid this was the fifth 
time he hud asked thoir suffragos. He 
had been on tho drainage committee, and 
after considering the proposals sont in 
they had eonsidorod Pickering & Comp- 
ton's the best, and because thoy proposed 
to come to the city and generally examine 
the city's contour, tho tides, and prepare 
general plans and data 'to carry out the 
work, all for £050. Mr. Wussell's sys- 
tem he considered the worst of the thirty- 
five. The mere preparation of plans would 
cost §20.000, or four por cont. on an esti- 
mate of §500,000. Mr. Wassell proposed', 
if a contractor could not be found to con- 
struct the plans submitted by him, that 
ho would furnish a contractor. It would 
probably he like tho theatre — it would 
cost one-third more than tho estimate of 
the architect. Tho acceptance of the first 
included the acceptance of the second 
proposition, and by this Wussoll proposal 
the preliminary plans would cost §50,000, 
when Pickering & Compton's would cost 
§3250. A stieot inspector and sanitary 
inspector Bhould be appointed. The water- 
works gave an inoreusod revenue of over 
§CQ00, and a large cmount of new pipes 
laid. He was in favor of the electric light. 
He sought their suffrages and 



hoped they would again return him.- 
Mr. F. S. Barnard said that ns a candi- 
date for James Buy, he would do his best 
for the ward on.'- i,he city. He had been 
asked if ho had an axe to grind, and he 
acknowledged that ho hud — tho gencrol iui- 



Chinaman, but he could not ooinpote against 1 prov6 ment of the oityaud to make it healthy 
tho others. It was a wis* thing in tho city and attractive. There was much to bo done 



been brought against tho retiring council, 
but on taking over the civic business thoy 
hud found the furniture of this room, and 
tho corporation "grindstone" on which the 
"ares" of tho councillors wero ground, in 
tho hands of the sheriff. They hud brought 
order out of chaos, and were entitled to 
commendation for the duty they had dis- 
charged to the best of their ability and with 
signal success. When he sought election 
as u member of the school board he prom- 
ised the advancement of a propositi for 
higher education und a night school for tho 
education of the youth of the city 
who wore employed during the day. 
These wore tho main things fur which he 
now sought re-election, but there was a 
reform necessary in the police department 
which he would endeavor to bring about. 
He had been naked that day why his 
paper did not attack Chinese gambling, as 
it was practised to all hours of tho night, 
and hud an ovil effect on the morals of the 
city, as much probably ns white gambling. 
There was a by-law to prevent gambling 
and it was strange the police force made 
no attempt to put it in force. He would 
not pledge himself in favor of aoy syctem 
of sewerago. With regard to the water, 
that should be improved to give all a suf- 
ficent supply, and as to tho real estate re- 
vision he know it was unpopular, but in 
justice to tho council ho must say it had 
been beneficial and was one of the best 
things that had over been done. It had 
equalized taxation and inoreasod the re- 
venue of tho city. With regard to the 
establishment of a university and normal 
school he would explain. Normal schools 
were for tho training of teachers, and 
there could be no better means taken for 
the proper training of touchers, instead of 
taking thorn out of thu high Bchoolandplac- 
ing them at once in charge of claasea. He 
believod the retiring mayor und council- 
lors had done well. If they had mado 
mibtakes — and who had not ? — thoy were 
not of a Borious character and even the 
arrangement with Pickering & Compton, 
if found impracticable, bound the oity to 
nothing. Mr. Biggins, aftor a few more 
remarks, retired saying he left himself in 
the hands of tho oloctora. 

Mr. Hoisterman, secondod by Mr. Hig- 
gins, moved a vote of thanks to the 
chairman which was accorded by acclama- 
tion.

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A THREATENED CONTEST. 

Result of a Feud Between Two 
Brunches of Odd Fellows. 



Milwaukee, January 2. — A feud of 
long standing between tl\a Sovereign 
Grand Lodge of Odd Fellows and a 
branch of that order known as the 
Patriachial Circle, is expected Jo cul- 
minate in either the wholesale secession 
of the Patriarchs from the parent body, 
or the entire absorption of the latter 
order. The Patriarclnal Circle was or- 
ganized in Milwaukee as a progressive 
display rank of Odd Fellowship, though 
claiming to be distinct in its operations. 
Since the second year - of its establish- 
• nient there has been a contest between 
the members of the non-patriarchial 
faction of Odd Fellows. Though frown- 
ed upon by the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge, the circle has increased in nu- 
inorcial and financial strength until 
now it is a powerful secret society, 
principally rooted in Wisconsin, Illi- 
nois and Ohio, and almost entirley con- 
fined to the Northwestern States. It 
has 114: subordinate temples, and a 
membership exceeding 5000. 

At the recent meeting of the Sover- 
eign Grand Lodge action was taken to 
completely stamp out the Patriarchal 
Circle or to compel its members to a- 
bandon all claims to Odd Fellowship. 
The Committee on Credentials refused 
to recognizo delegates who were mem- 
bers of the Patriarchal Circle, and a 
series of {resolutions was adopted re- 
quiring all subordinate loilues not to 
recognize as an Odd Follow or admit 
to the lodge any member of the Patri- 
archal Circle. The resolutions go into 
effect on Janury 12th. In his circular 
of instructions the Grand Sire threatens 
upon the refusal of Buboridnate -juris- 
diction to obey the order to expel 
patriarchs who decline to give up al- 
legiance to the circle, and to suspend 
the charters of and blot out all offend- 
ing lodges. This it is thought, will 
create a war all along the line. The 
patriarch, it is said, will dispute the 
expulsion in the courts, if necessary.

AND WHEREAS the Council of the said City con- 
BlBta of a Mayor and nine Councillors, namely,— tliroo 
Councillors for Johnson Stroet Ward, three Coun- 
cillors lor Yates Stroot Ward, und three Councillors 
for James Bay Ward; 

BE TT THEREFORE UNACTED by the Council of 
the Corporation of the City of Victoria as follows:— 

1. Hie nomination of Candidates for the respec- 
tive offices ol Maj or and Councillors of the City of 
Victoria shall take place nt the Citv Council Cham- 
bers, Pandora street, in tho said -.City, on Monday, 
the Eleventh day of January, 1880, from noon to 2 
o'clock in the afternoon.
